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BARTHOLOMEW'S  COBBLE,  SHEFFIELD 

A  cobble,  as  Berkshire  people  use  the  word,  means  a  rock 
island  in  the  alluvial  meadow  land  of  the  valley.  As  our  valley 
is  underlaid  with  limestone,  our  cobbles  are  limestone  and  hence 
the  haunts  of  lime-loving  ferns  and  rock  plants.  The  largest 
cobble  in  Sheffield,  long  a  picnic  site  for  the  region,  is  Bartholo- 
mew's Cobble  now  owned  by  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations 
secured  by  public  subscription  and  with  the  aid  of  the  Founders 
Fund  of  the  Garden  Club  of  America.  Its  east  face  plunges 
directly  down  to  the  Housatonic  River.  On  the  west  it  tapers 
into  fields  which  lead  to  the  massive  wall  of  the  Taconic  range. 
The  view  over  the  river  and  its  low-lying  meadows  is  pastoral 
and  peaceful,  not  unlike  a  view  of  the  upper  Thames.  On  the 
Cobble  are  groves  of  trees,  open  glades,  sharp  little  peaks  of 
pitted  limestone,  and  everywhere  an  extraordinary  profusion  of 
small  terns — walking  fern,  clift  brake,  ebony  spleenwort,  maiden- 
hair spleenwort  predominating.  Scott's  spleenwort  has  some- 
times been  found.  There  are  wild  flowers  in  season,  the  common 
columbine  most  prominent  in  spring,  the  tall  candelabra  of  the 
mulleins  in  summer.  In  the  open  glades, -kept  trimmed  to  a 
soft,  close- turf  by  generations  of  cattle,  little  cedar  trees  are 
scattered  almost  like  green-clad  figures  strolling  at  a  garden 
party.  There  is  about  the  Cobble,  indeed,  an  odd  air  of  arrange- 
ment as  if  Nature  were  saying,  "See,  here's  the  way  to  make  a 
rock  garden."  Tiny  spleenworts  in  thimble-size  pockets  of  the 
limestone  charm  the  fancy,  and  then  the  eyes  lift  to  see  the 
noble  Dome  of  the  Taconics  in  the  distance  or  rove  across  the 
river  meadows  and  the  winding  water  to  the  blue  hills  of  Norfolk. 
Fern  and  flower  and  landscape  are  here  concentrated  and 
composed.  The  Trustees  have  done  well  to  save  this  spot  for 
the  future.

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ANNUAL  MEETING  AND  CONFERENCE 
January  29,  1947 

The  Fifty-sixth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  was  held 
at  the  Women's  Republican  Club,  46  Beacon  Street,  Boston,  on 
January  29,  1947,  at  twelve  noon,  President  Robert  Walcott 
presiding.  All  reports  of  officers  and  committees  for  1946  were 
presented  and  appropriate  action  taken. 

For  the  third  time  the  question  of  the  change  of  name  was 
brought  up  to  be  discussed  by  the  members  of  the  Corporation. 
A  vote  was  read  by  the  Secretary  stating  that  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee recommended  that  the  name  of  The  Trustees  should  not 
be  changed.  A  vote  was  then  passed  accepting  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Standing  Committee  regarding  the  change  of 
name. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  of  the  Corporation  200  mem- 
bers and  associates,  including  guests  and  delegates  from  affili- 
ated organizations,  met  for  luncheon. 

President  Walcott  presided,  Chairman  Charles  S.  Bird  read  a 
report  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  year  1946  and  called 
upon  Mr.  William  Emerson,  in  the  absence  of  Fletcher  Steele, 
Chairman  of  the  Reservations  Committee,  to  read  his  report. 

President  Walcott  presented  the  Annual  Award  for  Dis- 
tinguished Service  for  Conservation  to  Mr.  Harlan  Page  Kelsey. 

The  guest  speaker  was  Mr.  Fairfield  Osborn,  President  of  the 
New  York  Zoological  Society,  who  spoke  on  "Man  and  Other 
Living  Things."  At  the  conclusion  of  the  address  Mr.  Osborn 
showed  three  reels  of  delightful  motion  pictures  of  birds  and 
animals. 

Report  of  CHARLES  S.  BIRD 

Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee 

THE  TRUSTEES  OF  PUBLIC  RESERVATIONS 
ACHIEVEMENTS  OF  1946 
PROGRAM  FOR  1947 

For  many  years  I  have  reported  the  annual  achievements  of 
The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations.  Each  year  it  has  been  my 
pleasure  to  announce  the  addition  to  our  holdings  of  some  new 
important  place  of  natural  beauty  or  historic  interest. 
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In  the  past  year  we  have  made  two: 

First,  a  30-acre  tract  on  the  Housatonic  River  in  Sheffield, 
Mass.  known  as  Bartholomew's  Cobble  overlooking  a  magnifi- 
cent view  of  the  river,  well  known  to  many  visitors  and  .picnic 
parties  as  a  unique  wildrlower  garden  where  Mr.  YYeatherby 
of  the  Gray  Herbarium  of  the  Harvard  University  has  listed 
over  276  species.  This  is  a  splendid  acquisition  and  now  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  New  England  Wildrlower  Preservation 
Society  and  the  Local  Committee  it  is  destined  to  become  a 
delightful  sanctuary  not  only  as  a  place  to  study  botany  but 
tor  the  enjoyment  of  living.  I  thank  the  members  of  the 
Garden  Club  of  America  and  those  who  made  the  purchase  of 
this  property  possible. 

Second,  31  acres  added  to  our  Rocky  Woods  Reservation  by 
gift  of  Dr.  Goldthwait.  As  guardians  of  the  land  we  believe  it 
our  duty  to  keep  our  properties  in  as  natural  state  as  possible. 
We  have  never  encouraged  what  is  sometimes  called  "improve- 
ments and  development."  There  are,  however,  opportunities 
to  make  reservations  more  useful  without  injuring  their  quality, 
and  this  has  been  done  at  Rocky  Woods. 

In  the  last  report  of  the  National  Trust  of  England  is  the  fol- 
lowing statement:  "There  is  no  reason  why  all  that  is  publicly 
owned  should  be  managed  without  humanity  and  humor." 
Dr.  Goldthwait  and  the  Local  Committee  of  Rocky  Woods 
Reservation  have  shown  a  keen  sense  of  "humanity  and  humor." 
They  have  built'  ski  runs,  illuminated  ponds  for  night  skating, 
constructed  a  hut,  cleared  views  from  hilltops  and  cut  miles  ol 
paths  to  charming  places  within  the  woods.  They  are  certainly 
showing  "humanity  and  humor"  in  their  work  in  developing 
this  reservation  into  one  of  the  fine  recreational  areas  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

We  accepted  last  year  Ipswich  Beach  and  Dunes  as  a  mem- 
orial to  Richard  T.  Crane,  Jr.  There  was  an  enormous  influx 
of  visitors  numbering  something  over  130,000  who  came  in  over 
35,000  cars.  In  spite  of  additions  to  our  parking  space  and 
provision  of  other  facilities,  there  was  much  over-crowding. 
The  Committee,  however,  and  our  capable  Wardens  can  be 
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congratulated  for  the  way  they  have  solved  many  problems, 
for  in  recognition  many  letters  of  appreciation  have  been 
received.  Even  if  sometimes  grim,  the  Committee  has  plenty 
of  "humanity  and  humor"  to  deal  with  in  the  management  of 
this  Reservation. 

Last  year  the  United  States  Government  deeded  three  acres 
of  the  beach,  formerly  the  site  of  the  United  States  lighthouse, 
to  the  Town  of  Ipswich.  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations 
accepted  the  responsibility  for  Ipswich  Beach  with  only  one 
purpose,  which  is  to  serve  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth  and 
particularlv  the  citizens  of  Ipswich.  It  would  be  a  mistake 
if  this  beach  were  not  under  one  united  control  to  avoid  the 
dangers  of  concessions  which  might  spoil  its  character.  I  trust 
that  the  Local  Committee  will  inform  the  citizens  of  the  town 
of  this  situation  and  that  at  some  Town  Meeting  a  vote  will  be 
passed  turning  this  property  over  to  the  Trustees  of  Public 
Reservations  whose  only  purpose  is  to  serve  the  citizens  of 
Ipswich.  The  Trustees'  Local  Committee  as  representatives 
of  the  town  can  do  as  well  as  any  other  official  body. 

Over  10,000  people  visited  our  Old  Manse  house  and  grounds 
on  the  historic  battlefield  of  Concord.  It  is  becoming  an  im- 
portant museum.  Mr.  Kettell,  our  capable  Chairman  of  the 
Local  Committee,  reports  that  our  Local  Committee  has  been 
active  and  helpful  with  many  constructive  suggestions. 

Fletcher  Steele,  Chairman  ot  our  Reservations  Committee, 
whose  common  sense  in  all  matters  dealing  with  the  needs  and 
uses  of  open  spaces  is  always  a  great  delight  and  help  to  our  So- 
ciety, is  away.  I  am  pleased,  however,  that  William  Emerson, 
a  distinguished  judge  of  all  that  is  beautiful  and  one  of  our 
Trustees,  will  read  his  report. 

Through  the  publicity  given  by  our  Secretary  to  our  work  in 
lectures  in  showing  our  new  him  entitled  "Saving  Beauty  Spots 
From  The  Cape  To  The  Berkshires"  we  have  added,  250  to  our 
membership,  including  two  new  founders,  sixteen  life  members 
and  nine  affiliated  societies.  It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  welcome 
new  members  for  we  must  depend  upon  subscriptions  and  cash 
donations  to  carrv  on  our  work. 
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I  am  going  to  mention  an  achievement  which  is  not  only  one 
of  1946  but  for  a  period  of  over  50  years,  and  that  is  that  a  large 
number  of  public  spirited  citizens  during  this  course  of  years 
have  all  been  willing  to  give  their  time  without  stint  to  the  work 
of  this  Society.  By  its  initiative  long  before  Boston  expanded 
into  the  country,  it  brought  into  being  the  Metropolitan  Park 
System,  initiated  the  legislation  which  created  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Conservation  and  Division  of  Parks, 
and  by  its  effort  acquired  for  the  State  some  of  its  finest  State 
Forests  and  Parks,  such  as  the  Willowdale  Forest  and  Park  in 
Hamilton,  the  gift  of  the  late  Bradley  J.  Palmer,  Breakheart 
Hill  in  Saugus,  the  Nickerson  Forest  on  the  Cape,  the  Joseph 
Skinner  Forest  on  Holyoke  Mountain,  and  the  Robinson  Park 
in  Worcester. 

By  our  exertions,  too,  it  is  an  achievement  that  we  have 
inspired  others  to  follow  our  example  which  stimulated  people 
in  other  states  to  form  societies  similar  to  ours.  An  outstanding 
instance  of  it  was  the  National  Trust  of  England  which  came 
into  being  a  few  years  after  we  were  organized  and  which  copied 
our  charter.  Little  could  the  founders  of  this  Trust  have  anti- 
cipated that  within  a  short  period  of  time  they  would  be  called 
upon  to  take  title  to  most  of  the  great  historic  houses  of  England, 
but  such  is  the  case.  Two  devastating  wars  forced  upon  our 
Western  W7orld  have  not  only  drained  our  wealth  but  swept 
away  the  savings  of  many  hundred  years  in  England,  resulting 
in  a  Social  Revolution,  sometimes  called  "The  Revolution  By 
Consent"  which  through  confiscatory  taxation  is  forcing  families 
who  owned  great  historic  houses  for  many  generations  to  dis- 
pose of  them.  It  is  well  that  this  Trust  was  organized  and 
ready  to  take  responsibility,  for  otherwise  not  only  the  people 
of  England  but  students  of  the  world  would  have  lost  magnificent 
examples  of  the  finest  work  in  architecture,  landscape  garden- 
ing, interior  decoration  and  the  refinements  and  standards  of 
life  and  living. 

Our  Society  seeks  places  only  of  some  unique  quality  which 
should  be  preserved  before  it  is  too  late.  It  never  has  aimed  or 
intends  to  acquire  places  of  large  acreage  or  tax  value,  nor, 
except  under  exceptional  circumstances,  to  acquire  historic 
houses  which  we  recognize  as  the  work  of  the  Society  for  the 
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Preservation  of  New  England  Antiquities.  It  has  been  our 
policy,  however,  to  hold  out  a  friendly  hand. 

This  year  we  were  called  upon  to  give  assistance  in  the 
restoration  of  a  famous  Meeting  House  in  Marshfield,  Massa- 
chusetts, as  an  outstanding  example  of  a  New  England  church, 
built  under  the  direction  of  Isaiah  Rogers,  with  a  clock  by 
Simon  YVillard,  and  a  bell  designed  and  cast  by  Paul  Revere  in 
the  steeple.  When  the  work  progressed  this  year,  it  was  a  happy 
day  when  the  Paul  Revere  bell  was  rung  once  again  on  Thanks- 
giving and  Christmas  Day. 

Our  program  for  next  year  will  be  to  follow  the  same  paths 
as  in  the  past,  with  the  definite  objectives  of  a  campaign  to 
increase  our  woefully  small  general  fund  endowment;  pay  off 
the  embarrassing  mortgage  of  $2500.00  of  our  Dinosaur  Reser- 
vation; complete  the  endowment  for  Bartholomew's  Cobble, 
the  Old  Manse;  and  acquire  the  opposite  bank  of  the  Westfield 
River  to  protect  the  Chesterfield  Gorge  Reservation. 

On  behalf  of  the  Standing  Committee  I  thank  all  our  friends 
and  members  who  have  helped  us  this  year.

From  an  Address  by  Mr.  Fairfield  Osborn,  President 

of  the 

NEW  YORK  ZOOLOGICAL  SOCIETY 
at  the 

Annual  Luncheon  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of 
Public  Reservations 

on 

Wednesday,  January  29,  1947. 

I  want  to  ask  the  question  whether  it  is  logical  to  believe  that 
human  enterprise  is  rightly  called  civilization.  Other  people 
have  another  name  for  it.  Can  we  expect  to  continue  as  we 
are  now  going  if  man  continues  to  believe  he  can  live  outside  of 
and  not  in  accord  with  the  principles  and  conditions  that  govern 
all  other  living  things? 

I  would  like  to  point  out  to  you  emphatically  that  despite 
the  words  of  cheer  of  the  honor  medalist  today,  taking  this 
situation  as  a  whole,  I  think  it  is  provable  beyond  peradventure 
that  the  human  enterprise  is  setting  a  continuing  course  of 
deterioration  and  destruction  of  the  natural  living  resources  of 
this  particular  planet  he  happens  to  be  living  on. 

Although  in  the  United  States  we  are  attempting  to  reach  a 
balance  which  I,  personally,  don't  think  we  have  begun  to 
reach  yet,  taken  from  the  picture  of  the  world  as  a  whole,  the 
continuing  velocity  of  destruction  and  deterioration  is  on  the 
way,  way  on  the  down  curve.  I  am  not  in  politics,  but  even  I 
can  see  that  what  happens  over  there  now  becomes  an  American 
problem.  The  so-called  science  of  Conservation  is  a  new  science 
despite  the  fact  that  many  activities  under  the  banner  word 
"Conservation"  began  many  Years  ago,  as  long  ago  as  the 
Weeks'  Bill,  but  I  would  like  to  point  out  it  is  only  in  recent 
years  it  is  beginning  to  be  realized  that  conservation  means 
the  continuing  entity  of  all  of  the  living  natural  resources  and 
their  relationship,  one  with  another.  Does  science  realize  this? 
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Out  here  in  Cambridge  there  appeared  a  book  by  one  of  the 
most  eminent  professors  in  the  University.  The  title  was 
"Nothing  to  Spare"  bv  Dr.  Kirtley  Mather,  Professor  of 
Geology.  I  read  the  book  till  two-thirty  one  morning.  He 
proved  that  we  are  all  right.  We  are  just  fine.  The  chemists 
are  going  to  do  it  all  for  us  from  now  on  and  we  don't  have  to 
bother  very  much. 

On  December  27  the  very  able  and  very  brilliant  scientist, 
Dr.  Kettering,  made  his  farewell  speech  before  the  American 
Academy  of  Advancement  of  Sciences.  The  New  York  Times 
had  an  editorial  the  next  day  headed,  "Dr.  Kettering's  Green 
Leaf."  Dr.  Kettering  has  it  figured  out  that  what  we  need  to  do 
is  to  get  our  living  from  the  sea.  This  may  be  a  little  hard  on 
Dr.  Kettering,  but  it  isn't  much  too  hard.  Get  a  copy  of  the 
address,  if  you  will,  and  read  it. 

I  wonder  whether  Dr.  Kettering  recalled  that  from  the  point 
of  view  of  the  social  problem  there  are  over  approximately  a 
billion  people  on  the  face  of  the  earth  now  living  on  the  soil  and 
the  forest.  I  have  got  a  beautiful  vision  of  new  model  huts — 
"Ouonset  huts" — miles  of  them  on  the  continents  of  the  earth. 
It  doesn't  matter.  It  is  easy  to  take  flings  at  able  people  and  I 
don't  intend  to  be  impudent  about  it.  It  is  far  from  my  purpose. 
I  do  it  deliberately  because  it  is  my  humble  opinion  that  there  is 
not  yet  a  realization  in  the  minds  of  highly  intelligent  and 
forward  people  about  what  this  problem  of  conservation  really  is. 

I  say  that  with  not  completely  an  approach  of  a  total  amateur 
and  I  say  it  with  a  certain  humbleness,  and  I  leave  it  in  your  lap 
to  work  out  whether  or  not  in  this  terrific  pressure  of  the 
brilliance  and  productive  minds  of  the  physicists  and  chemists, 
the  understanding  of  the  creative  and  biological  processes  of  the 
earth  are  not  being  actually  overshadowed.  I  like  to  say  this  up 
here  because  it  comes  to  right  where  we  are  at.

Let's  consider  only  300  years.  Each  one  of  us  in  this  room  has 
known  five  generations.  Three  hundred  years  is  twelve  genera- 
tions. We  have  known  our  great  grandfather,  our  grandfather, 
parents,  children  and  grandchildren,  so  each  one  in  this  room 
has  realized  a  span  by  association  of  five  generations.  The 
Plymouth  Rock  was  touched  by  the  leather  shoes  of  the  Pilgrims 
only  twelve  generations  ago.  There  were  340  million  people 
alive  on  the  earth  at  that  time  according  to  reliable  computation. 
Only  ninety  years  ago  there  were  a  billion,  and  today  we  all 
know  there  are  two  billion. 

*       *       *  * 

This  obvious  problem  of  man's  relationship  with  the  living 
world  can  only  be  resolved  by  widespread  understanding  of 
what  is  actually  going  on,  and  if  I  have  been  somewhat  pugna- 
cious in  attacking  good  books  and  able  farewell  speeches,  I 
only  do  so  as  a  provocative  suggestion  that  all  of  us  should 
inform  ourselves  more  completely  as  to  the  exact  facts  which  in 
turn  bespeak  education,  both  popular  and  through  the  schools 
and  colleges  to  a  degree  we  haven't  even  commenced. 

It  is  an  extraordinary  thing  that  in  not  one  university  or 
school  in  this  Country  is  the  teaching  of  that  basic  thing;  there 
might  be  a  better  word  for  it  than  "Conservation,"  but  in  no 
place  is  the  understanding  of  the  human  enterprise  with  the 
living  natural  resources  of  the  earth  being  integrated  with  all 
the  curricula.  It  belongs  in  history,  chemistry,  biology,  engin- 
eering and  put  it  in  philosophy  for  good  measure.

It  seems  to  me  that  all  organizations  such  as  yours,  and 
such  as  the  one  I  am  attached  to — the  private  agencies — should 
lift  their  sights.  It  seems  to  me  without  question,  the  power  of 
the  private  agencies  is  infinitely  greater  than  governmental 
agencies  in  the  sense  they  can  educate  and  actually  a  govern- 
mental department  is  not  supposed  to  educate.  Therefore,  I 
would  suggest  that  you  think  of  where  The  Trustees  might  be 
of  influence — not  by  any  means  mitigating  what  they  are  now 
doing  which  is  of  vital  importance,  but  thinking  beyond  that  in 
terms  of  "Can  I  get  this  into  school  or  encourage  this  through 
understanding?"  I  can  think  of  no  contribution  which  would 
be  as  great.

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PRESENTATION  OF  CONSERVATION  MEDAL 

President  Walcott:  You  have  heard  Fletcher  Steele's 
brilliant  memoir  on  "American  Architecture,"  but  our  medalist 
today  is  not  going  to  receive  a  medal  because  he  has  fashioned 
stone  or  wood  or  brick,  glass  or  steel,  or  some  new  plastic,  but 
because  he  has  worked  miracles  of  construction  in  the  vegetable 
world  out  of  great  sloping  fields  of  what  the  last  essay  referred 
to  as  "scrubby  rhododendrons."  Not  just  "scrubby  rhododen- 
drons," because  those  of  us  who  have  been  in  the  Carolina  and 
Tennessee  forests  know  that  their  wide  mountain  slopes  are 
covered  with  forests  of  rhododendrons,  with  great  trees  of 
rhododendrons,  strong  sheets  of  colors,  of  pink  and  of  purple. 

Some  of  our  medalists  have  come  from  outside  Massachu- 
setts; have  their  roots  far  off.  Others  have  been  near  at  hand. 
Our  medalist  today  combines  very  pleasantly  the  features  of 
the  far-off  and  presently-near.  He  was  born  in  Pomona,  Kansas, 
went  with  his  family  when  three  years  old  to  the  home  of  the 
rhododendrons  in  the  mountain  country  of  North  Carolina,  and 
has  lived  practically  his  whole  life  with  us  here  in  Massachusetts. 

Our  medalist  has  done  an  equally  fine  job  bringing  up  the 
laurel,  rhododendron  and  galax  and  a  number  of  specialties  from 
the  mountains  of  Carolina.  He  has  not  only  given  us  the  fruits 
of  his  observation  and  enterprise,  but  he  has  been  very  effective 
in  preserving  these  magnificent  stretches  of  the  finest  forests  in 
North  x\merica  —  now  I  think  confined  to  the  western  slopes  of, 
the  Great  Smokies  —  very  largely  by  his  service  on  the  Presi- 
dential Commission  which  was  responsible  for  two  great  high- 
ways —  that  over  the  Blue  Ridge  in  Virginia  and  that  over  the 
Smokies  of  Tennessee  and  North  Carolina  —  and  those  two 
great  parks  will  bear  witness  to  his  labors. 

He  is  now  engaged  in  the  third  enterprise  of  helping  to  pre- 
serve Grandfather  Mountain,  and  those  who  have  reached  that 
dignity  of  life,  as  I  have,  will  feel  most  sympathetically  inclined 
toward  his  efforts  to  save  Grandfather.  He  has  a  local  commit- 
tee very  well  organized,  and  if  he  were  not  to  be  with  us  today, 
he  would  have  remained  in  North  Carolina  agitating  to  put  that 
Commission  to  work. 
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I  think  perhaps  you  may  remember  that  when  we  bestowed 
our  Medal  of  Conservation  on  our  Chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  we  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  he  was  on  one  of 
the  very  early  Planning  Boards  in  this  Commonwealth.  Our 
medalist  today,  I  believe,  was  the  Chairman  of  the  first  Planning 
Board  which  ever  existed  in  Massachusetts,  being  Chairman  of 
the  Planning  Board  of  Salem  from  1911  to  1916,  and  after  that, 
Chairman  of  the  Association  of  Planning  Boards  of  the  State, 
and  in  both  of  those  capacities  he  had  an  important  leadership 
in  the  movement  of  conservation  and  intelligent  planning  of 
cities  and  towns. 

This  is  not  the  first  medal  he  has  received,  and  I  think  that 
perhaps  I  will  read  —  if  I  can  find  it  —  the  citation  of  medal  he 
received  from  his  horticultural  confreres  in  1936  because  it 
seemed  to  me  very  well  expressed,  although  I  haven't  the 
knowledge  that  naturally  they  had. 

"As  a  tribute  to  his  outstanding  accomplishments  in  the 
fields  ot  horticulture,  landscape  architecture,  forestry  and  con- 
servation, his  work  in  city  planning,  his  devotion  to  honest,  pub- 
lic service,  his  unselfish  sacrifice  in  the  fields  of  National,  State 
and  Municipal  Park  development  and  park  nomenclature,  his 
American  gardens  through  introduction  of  new  plants  through- 
out a  full  and  busy  career,  this  public  benefactor  has  freely 
given  of  his  time  and  resources  that  the  public  be  served,  horti- 
culture and  related  fields  will  forever  be  indebted  to  him  for 
his  counsel." 

That  is  the  testimony  given  him  by  the  American  Association 
of  Nurserymen,  and  we  endorse  every  word  of  it.  I,  therefore, 
Mr.  Harlan  P.  Kelsey,  present  you  on  behalf  of  The  Trustees  of 
Public  Reservations,  this  Conservation  Award. 

Mr.  Kelsey:  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the  Committee 
and  of  the  Association  let  me  thank  you  for  one  of  the  greatest 
tributes  I  have  ever  had  paid  to  me.

BANCROFT  RESERVATION,  COHASSET 
(Part  of  Whitney  Woods) 

Bancroft  Reservation,  on  which  there  is  a  beautiful  little  6% 
acre  pond  with  some  27  acres  of  land  surrounding,  was  given  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hugh  Bancroft  as  a  bird  and  flower  sanctuary. 
This  Reservation  is  under  the  custodianship  of  the  South  Shore 
Nature  Club,  which  holds  meetings  during  the  year  on  this 
Reservation. 

A  census  of  the  flowers,  birds,  and  trees  has  been  made.  The 
pond  is  only  a  mile  from  the  ocean,  and  it  being  a  muddy  pond, 
many  water  fowl  use  it  as  a  stopping  place  in  the  spring  and  fall 
migration  together  with  numbers  of  wood  duck,  black  duck, 
and  other  water  birds  who  nest  there. 

One  of  the  interesting  features  of  the  Bancroft  pond  is  the 
excellent  skating  in  winter  which  is  used  extensively  for  the 
playing  of  hockey  and  general  skating. 

A  good  deal  of  attention  has  been  paid  to  building  a  dam  with 
flashboards  so  that  the  pond  is  kept  up  at  a  good  level. 

It  is  part  of  the  Whitney  Woods  Reservation  owned  by  The 
Trustees. 

When  the  property  was  given,  the  pond  was  named  the  Dallas 
Lore  Sharp  Pond  in  memory  of  the  naturalist  and  author,  a 
great  friend  of  Mr.  Hugh  Bancroft.

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The  deeds  to  Bartholomew's  Cobble  are  in  the  hands  of  The 
Trustees  of  Public  Reservations  and  for  all  time  this  beautiful 
natural  rock  garden  on  the  shores  of  the  Housatonic  River  will 
be  maintained  and  open  to  the  public  for  their  benefit  under 
suitable  regulations. 

The  Local  Committee  is  negotiating  for  warden  service  from 
April  to  October  when  a  botanical  warden  will  be  in  attendance 
each  day  to  point  out  the  exquisite  flora  of  this  reservation. 
Legible  signs  will  lead  people  to  the  area  and  a  parking  space 
will  be  provided. 

The  purchase  of  the  Cobble  came  from  public  subscription 
from  interested  people  together  with  the  Founders  Fund  of  the 
Garden  Club  of  America. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Weatherby  of  the  Gray  Herbarium  of  Harvard 
University  has  observed  276  species  of  flora.  He  thinks  that 
bv  the  autumn  of  1947  it  will  be  very  close  to  300. 

The  Cobble  will  be  under  the  custodianship  of  the  New 
England  Wild  Flower  Preservation  Society,  which  will  co- 
operate with  the  Local  Committee  in  matters  ot  development.

During  the  war  years  the  Homestead  was  never  closed,  but 
due  to  restrictions  on  travel,  very  few  could  visit  it.  This  year 
people  have  not  yet  gotten  into  the  habit  of  traveling  about 
much  due  to  shortages  of  hotel  accommodations,  so  although 
we  did  have  between  one  hundred  and  fifty  and  two  hundred 
guests,  it  still  is  far  below  our  prewar  average. 

I  was  only  able  to  be  up  there  myself  for  a  week  to  see  how 
everything  had  stood  the  war.  I  noted  that  there  were  naturally 
many  deferred  items  of  maintenance  which  must  be  made  in 
due  time,  when  labor  and  materials  are  again  available.  Thev 
are  described  in  detail  in  a  letter  which  I  wrote  to  your  Secretarv, 
Mr.  Fletcher,  on  September  12. 
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I  was  well  pleased  with  the  inconspicuous  way  in  which  the 
electric  light  poles  had  been  arranged  so  as  not  to  mar  the 
famous  view  from  the  Homestead.  The  caretaker,  Mr.  Page, 
has  been  most  painstaking  in  this  matter  assisted  in  every  way 
by  Mr.  Fletcher,  and  the  lighting  company  has  cooperated  fully. 
I  hope  that  next  year  we  can  have  the  Homestead  wired,  as 
I  have  always  been  worried  by  the  danger  of  using  so  many 
kerosene  lamps  and  candles  about  the  house.  The  fact  that 
we  now  have  electricity  in  the  barn  and  caretaker's  house  has 
eased  his  work  a  bit,  which  is  a  good  thing.  Next  year  things 
should  be  a  bit  more  normal,  and  I  expect  we  shall  have  many 
more  visitors  than  we  had  this  year.

Our  first  season  at  Crane  Memorial  Beach  was  a  very  busy  one. 

Your  committee  was  faced  with  the  necessity  of  removing  a 
deposit  of  sand  over  the  entire  parking  area,  anywhere  trom 
eight  to  sixteen  inches  deep,  which  had  drifted  in  during  the 
winter,  also  the  need  of  providing  outside  dressing  yards  for 
both  ladies  and  men,  a  building  to  be  used  as  a  refreshment  booth 
and  of  improving  toilet  facilities. 

Early  in  July  the  space  provided  for  parking  proved  inade- 
quate and  we  had  to  enlarge  the  area  to  quite  an  extent. 

We  estimate  that  at  least  140,000  persons  have  visited  the 
Beach  during  the  season  and  think  they  have  found  the  various 
arrangements  for  their  convenience  satisfactory.  At  least  there 
were  very  few  complaints. 
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Your  committee  was  fortunate  in  having  the  services  of 
Mr.  Charles  S.  Garrett  as  superintendent  who  did  an  excellent 
job. 

We  have  had  something  similar  to  the  so-called  snow  fence 
erected  in  the  hope  that  it  will  prevent  the  sand  from  drifting 
onto  the  parking  space,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee 
that  this  space  will  have  to  be  further  enlarged  and  other  ac- 
commodations improved,  including  a  modern  sanitary  disposal 
system  and  a  system  of  drainage,  to  care  for  an  ever  increasing 
number  of  visitors  to  this,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  New 
England's  beaches. 

We  are  convinced  that  it  should  be  our  aim  to  preserve  all 
of  the  natural  beauty  of  Crane  Memorial  Beach  and  not  allow 
the  artificial  and  commercial  type  of  attraction  to  creep  in  and 
that  it  should  be  retained  in  its  natural  state  where  nature 
lovers  can  enjoy  the  ever  changing  panorama  as  sculptured  by 
wind  and  wave.

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  in  October  a  little  very 
vital  clearing  was  done  in  the  Elliott  Reservation.  The  open 
hillside  which,  as  you  remember,  is  bordered  by  magnificent 
laurel  bushes  against  their  forest  background  was  cleared  of 
the  pines  and  gray  birches  which  had  grown  in  and  were  ob- 
structing the  view  of  the  laurel.  In  several  other  places  where 
there  is  an  opening  in  the  woods  with  fine  laurel  bushes,  some 
pines  were  cut  down  to  let  in  more  sunshine,  and  the  laurel  was 
freed  from  overhanging  branches  which  were  not  only  inter- 
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fering  with  its  growth,  but  gradually  killing  it.  The  end  in 
view  of  all  the  work  done  was  threefold:  first  to  preserve  the 
tine  old  laurel  bushes;  second  to  keep  the  small  clearings,  in 
which  are  the  largest  bushes,  sufficiently  open  so  that  they  can 
be  seen  and  enjoyed  and  to  do  this  without  destroying  the 
natural  wildness  of  the  forest  background;  third  to  encourage 
the  growth  of  the  scattered  hard  woods,  larches  and  hemlocks, 
since  there  is  a  tendency  for  the  reservation  to  become  chiefly 
a  pine  stand,  and  much  of  the  beauty  and  interest  of  the  place 
depends  upon  maintaining  its  character  as  a  mixed  forest, 
which,  according  to  the  Harvard  Forest  experts,  is  the  forest 
primeval  ot  that  region.

This  park  is  being  increasingly  used  as  a  picnic  and  recreation 
ground  for  many  of  the  Falmouth  Organizations,  Girl  and  Boy 
Scouts  in  particular,  as  they  find  it  most  accessible  and  con- 
venient to  Falmouth.  The  picnic  area  has  been  the  scene  of 
clambakes  and  many  other  forms  of  outings,  also  many  tourists 
have  used  the  park  for  rest  and  recreation,  so  that  its  usefulness 
to  the  traveler  is  being  regarded  more  and  more  by  them. 

The  picnic  area  badly  needs  more  fireplaces  as  well  as  tables 
and  other  out-of-door  accessories. 

The  trees  in  the  park  on  the  whole  are  in  good  condition  with 
the  exception  of  the  Norway  spruces  on  the  east  side  of  the  park, 
and  these  badly  need  thinning,  spraying  and  pruning.  A  serious 
infestation  of  shoot  moth  has  ruined  a  lot  of  these  trees  and  they 
should  be  removed. 

The  roads  have  been  kept  in  good  condition  and  the  entrance 
to  the  park  from  Palmer  Avenue  is  most  pleasing.  Most  of  the 
hurricane  damage  has  been  cleaned  up.  The  Town  appropriated 
$500  for  Park  upkeep.

The  entire  local  committee  met  with  Mr.  Steele  one  day  last 
summer  on  the  Reservation.  While  going  over  it  plans  were  made 
to  continue  the  work  of  clearing  around  the  holly  trees  and 
removing  dead  oaks  which  have  been  killed  by  gypsy  moths. 
Some  of  this  work  has  been  done  and  will  continue  as  far  as 
available  funds  will  allow. 

This  work  is  beginning  to  make  an  improvement  in  the 
general  appearance  of  the  Reservation  and  will  make  it  more 
attractive  to  visitors.  It  also  has  the  disadvantage  of  making 
the  holly  trees  more  accessible  to  people  seeking  Christmas 
decorations  therefore  making  it  necessary  to  maintain  a  close 
watch  to  prevent  damage  to  the  trees  during  "Holly  Season." 

The  past  year  was  good  to  us  here.  The  gypsy  moths  were 
again  practically  nonexistant.  The  great  forest  fire  which  did 
so  much  damage  in  this  area  was  stopped  about  one  hundred 
yards  from  our  eastern  boundry.  The  hollies  were  exceptionally 
beautiful  bearing  heavily  and  having  foliage  of  good  color.

Because  of  the  restrictions  of  the  Coast  Guard,  the  season 
of  1946  was  the  first  that  Misery  Island  has  been  open  to  the 
public  since  the  war.  In  anticipation  of  a  large  attendance,  the 
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Local  Committee  recommended  that  since  the  old  float  had 
become  useless  a  new  one  or  a  series  of  pontoons  be  purchased 
and  placed  so  that  the  boats  could  come  alongside.  This  was 
done.  The  pontoons  were  satisfactory  and  used  by  over  2000 
people  who  visited  the  Island  during  the  season. 

A  nominal  entrance  charge  of  ten  cents  per  person  was  made. 
A  warden  was  in  attendance  who  busied  himself  in  cutting 
paths,  repairing  fireplaces,  erecting  signs,  and  making  himself 
helpful  to  visitors. 

The  Committee  anticipates  a  larger  attendance  next  vear. 
Consequently,  they  are  making  further  recommendations,  so 
that  the  Island  may  be  used  by  a  greater  number  of  people. 
These  recommendations  will  include  some  structure  which  can 
be  built  lor  the  protection  of  visitors  during  rainstorms.  (A 
shelter,  it  only  a  roof,  such  as  an  open  pavilion,  is  suggested.) 

Several  organizations  have  availed  themselves  oi  the  oppor- 
tunity of  having  picnics  at  the  Island  this  year  including  the 
Manchester  Yacht  Club  of  some  175  people,  the  Sea  Scouts,  and 
the  Police  Chiefs  Organization.  It  is  hoped  that  other  organiza- 
tions will  use  the  Island  more  and  more. 

With  longer  warden  service  and  an  increase  in  visitors  coupled 
with  a  smaller  income  from  our  endowment,  the  income  is  in- 
adequate to  meet  expenses  if  the  Island  is  to  be  maintained  in 
an  efficient  manner. 

The  Local  Committee  recommends  that  since  this  is  one  of 
the  few  places  where  visitors  in  boats  are  welcome  every  effort 
should  be  exerted  by  The  Trustees  to  make  the  Island  as 
attractive  as  possible  to  them. 

On  the  evening  of  November  27  the  warden's  house,  presented 
to  The  Trustees  by  the  late  T.  Clarence  Hollander,  burned  to 
the  ground  and  was  a  total  loss.  It  was  suspected  that  gunners 
were  camping  in  the  house  at  the  time  of  the  fire.  The  property 
was  insured  for  $3000,  which  will  be  recovered  from  the  insur- 
ance company.  If  and  where  the  Local  Committee  decides  to 
rebuild,  its  recommendations  will  be  presented  to  the  Standing 
Committee  for  approval.

We  can  report  a  most  successful  season,  in  that  the  Reserva- 
tion was  probably  used  more  this  past  year  than  in  any  previous 
year. 

Due  to  lack  of  necessary  labor  we  were  unable  to  do  further 
cutting  this  year  although  the  work  done  in  1945  aided  a  great 
deal  in  making  all  the  trails  usable  and  in  placing  the  parking 
area  in  good  condition. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  State  Conservation  Department 
we  were  able  to  secure  six  additional  tables  to  be  used  near  the 
fireplaces  at  the  parking  area,  and  on  every  sunny  day  prac- 
tically all  these  tables  were  in  use. 

For  1947  we  believe  some  additional  fireplaces  are  desirable, 
some  extra  refuse  cans,  and,  what  is  more  important  than  any- 
thing, it  is  essential  that  we  have  a  permanent  or  at  least  a 
part-time  caretaker.  W7hile  we  had  an  arrangement  this  year 
to  remove  refuse  twice  weekly,  this  was  not  sufficient  to  keep 
the  grounds  in  proper  condition.  The  committee  will  make 
every  effort  to  remedy  this  condition  next  season.

An  examination  of  the  area  was  made  by  members  of  the 
Committee  in  May.  The  rhododendrons  appeared  to  have 
come  through  the  winter  without  any  damage.  There  were, 
however,  no  buds. 

The  corduroy  walks  around  the  area  have  disintegrated  com- 
pletely in  many  places  and  should  be  renewed.  There  is  also 
considerable  trimming  that  could  be  done  on  the  paths  which 
have  overgrown  some  during  the  past  tew  years. 

Efforts  were  made  to  get  someone  to  do  this  work,  unsuccess- 
fully, however,  as  Lewis  Clark,  who  did  the  work  prior  to  the 
war,  now  has  a  permanent  job. 

In  order  to  do  the  necessary  work,  an  expenditure  of  about 
$200  should  be  made.  It  is  recommended  by  the  Committee 
that  an  appropriation  of  this  sum  be  authorized  so  that  the 
work  may  be  completed  prior  to  the  spring.

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The  Old  Manse,  like  most  buildings  and  institutions  today, 
needs  attention;  but  unlike  a  good  many  of  them  it  has  not 
been  having  the  chance  to  pile  up  the  wherewithal  that  would 
pay  for  repairs  when  labor  and  materials  should  be  available. 
Frankly,  your  committee  feels  that  a  considerable  sum  of  money 
is  going  to  be  needed  within  the  next  three  or  four  years  if  the 
framework  of  the  Manse  is  to  be  kept  intact  and  its  contents 
safe  and  sound. 

Your  committee  has  engaged  a  carpenter  to  patch  at  once 
any  breaks  in  the  exterior  covering  of  the  house  where  the 
weather  may  be  getting  in  to  work  disintegration  in  the  frame- 
work. We  are  also  putting  a  metal  flashing  across  the  front 
water  table,  as  has  already  been  done  on  the  north  wall,  to  save 
the  sills.  So  far  the  sills  have  held  up  remarkably  well,  and, 
as  soon  as  the  weather  makes  it  practicable,  we  shall  have  the 
foundation  masonry  repointed,  both  inside  and  out. 

By  patching  the  roof  as  minor  leaks  may  develop,  the  building 
should  hold  its  own  for  another  three  or  four  years,  during 
which  time  we  hope  every  effort  can  be  made  to  collect  some 
such  sum  as  five  thousand  dollars,  which  it  is  estimated  will  be 
necessary  for  a  thorough  job  of  structural  repair.  In  the  first 
place,  the  entire  roof  is  going  to  need  new  boarding  as  well  as 
new  shingles;  and  the  jumble  of  sheds  at  the  rear  will  need  new 
shingles  on  both  roof  and  sides.  At  the  time  this  work  is  done, 
if  not  before,  the  entire  exterior  of  the  building  should  be  re- 
painted with  the  dull  gray  protection  that  proved  so  satisfactory 
when  last  it  was  put  on.  To  prepare  for  the  paint,  the  clap- 
boards will  have  to  be  nailed  down  and  some  work  done  on  the 
main  cornice  and  other  parts  of  the  trim.  If,  at  this  time,  we 
see  to  it  that  all  the  frame  timbers  are  sound,  we  should  have  a 
house  that  will  need  no  major  repairs  for  a  good  while  to  come. 
The  chief  trouble  is  to  find  the  five  thousand  dollars. 

Inside  there  is  the  annual  problem  of  keeping  lite  in  the  floors 
— which  really  undergo  very  hard  usage  during  the  six  months 
in  which  the  house  is  open.  Can  you,  reader,  imagine  what 
would  happen  to  your  rugs  and  floors  if  ten  thousand  people 
tramped  up  into  your  attic  during  the  course  of  the  summer? 
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Besides  the  floors,  there  is  always  the  problem  of  pasting  back 
the  loosened  pieces  of  the  fragile  hall  wallpaper.  All  this,  and 
a  little  freshening  of  the  paint  here  and  there — especially  in 
the  kitchen  into  which  we  hope  eventually  to  be  able  to  admit 
the  public, — constitute  the  preparations  necessary  before  spring 
for  the  1947  season. 

Attendance  figures  this  year  were  very  satisfactorily  high. 
Summer  visitors  are  again  motoring  to  Concord  in  great  num- 
bers, practically  all  of  whom  walk  down  the  mall  to  the  battle- 
ground at  the  North  Bridge.  Our  sign,  located  at  the  stone  wall 
between  our  property  and  the  mall,  invites  one  and  all  to  come 
across  the  fields  to  the  Manse.  This  side  path  is  a  steady  queue 
on  pleasant  Saturdays  and  Sundays. 

Uniforms  are  now  almost  as  rare  as  in  a  normal  year,  but  for 
the  increased  thousands  ol  interested  and  inquisitive  civilians 
we  have  needed  an  increased  staff.  Miss  Marion  Barker  con- 
tinues her  able  and  hospitable  management,  and  with  the  help 
of  Mrs.  George  Keyes,  Mrs.  Horace  Williams,  and  four  regular 
Sunday  assistants,  has  survived  a  busy  summer.  They  all  look 
forward  to  the  day  when  fewer  minor  repairs  will  be  necessary, 
and  when  there  will  be  money  enough  to  have  the  regular 
services  ol  a  man  to  work  on  the  grounds,  perhaps  one  day  a 
week.  The  day-a-week  gardener,  as  opposed  to  the  present 
system  by  which  the  custodians  arrange  to  get  the  grass  cut 
when  it  needs  it,  would  be  a  relief,  and  it  would  mean  we  could 
have  some  flower  beds  about  the  house,  which  leads  us  to  the 
subject  of  the  planting. 

There  are  quite  a  number  of  references  in  Hawthorne's  writing 
to  trees  and  gardens  that  made  the  Manse  such  an  enchanting 
homestead  in  the  mid-nineteenth  century.  We  have  made  a  list 
of  some  of  them  in  the  hope  that  Mr.  Fletcher  Steele  will  make 
for  us  a  planting  plan,  both  more  attractive  and  more  authentic 
than  what  we  have  at  present.  Visitors  often  ask  us  to  have 
more  flowers.  The  first  step  would  seem  to  be  to  have  our 
blueprint.  The  second  step  involves  money;  the  third,  labor. 
For  the  first  time  since  the  present  committee  took  over,  five 
years  ago,  available  labor  seems  to  be  coming  into  sight.

THE  TRUSTEES  OF  PUBLIC  RESERVATIONS 


In  a  very  general  sort  of  way,  we  can  summarize  last  year's 
business  as  follows.  We  have  had  just  under  10,000  visitors. 
Of  these  less  than  ten  per  cent  were  in  uniform.  Admission  fees 
plus  the  sale  of  books  and  post  cards  brought  in  about  $1,900. 
Of  this  amount,  £300  was  spent  on  upkeep  of  the  house  and 
grounds,  $750  was  paid  to  the  staff  of  custodians,  $350  went 
into  restocking  of  the  publications  and  cards  for  the  sales  desk, 
and  $500  was  our  profit.  The  predicament  is  obvious.  How 
can  we  get  the  extras  of  a  garden,  a  grounds  keeper,  a  new  roof, 
and  the  exterior  painting  on  a  running  profit  of  $500  a  year? 

We  are  pleased  to  welcome  Walter  K.  Shaw,  Jr.,  of  Concord, 
into  this  committee.

There  isn't  too  much  to  report  at  Petticoat.  WTe  did  have  a 
"bee"  and  cleared  the  trail  and  cut  the  brush  at  the  entrance. 
I  have  tried  to  get  a  deed  to  the  Boy  Scout  lot  beside  the  en- 
trance. All  the  former  members  of  the  Committee  assure  me 
they  approve  of  this  disposal  of  the  lot  and  the  deed  will  be 
forthcoming  soon.  Acting  on  this  assumption,  Mr.  Cranson 
and  I  went  ahead  and  engaged  a  bulldozer  to  level  and  fill  in  the 
old  celler  hole  and  the  town  has  put  in  two  culverts  at  the 
entrance  to  take  care  of  drainage  water  from  the  hill.  In  the 
spring  I  believe  we  can  get  more  fill  from  the  town  and  complete 
the  job  making  a  convenient  parking  space  right  at  the  entrance. 

I  hope  now  that  the  war  is  over  and  as  soon  as  the  country 
settles  down  a  bit  from  these  awful  strikes  that  more  people 
will  stop  at  the  park  and  take  time  to  climb  to  see  the  fine  view.

During  the  war  years  there  was  little  that  could  be  done  with 
the  Reservation  other  than  to  protect  it.  This  meant  policing 
with  the  keeping  of  the  trails  and  roads  open. 

During  this  period  the  Reservation  was  used  comparatively 
little  since  the  people  were  otherwise  occupied.  A  little  hiking 
and  a  little  horseback  riding  were  about  the  extent  of  its  use. 

With  the  end  of  the  war  and  with  the  return  to  a  more  normal 
lite  the  Reservation  was  not  only  used  more,  but  it  seemed  wise 
to  see  if  this  could  not  be  increased,  with  winter  use  as  well  as 
summer. 

Winter  sports  have  such  prominence,  of  late,  that  it  seemed 
wise  tor  the  Reservation  to  plan  tor  this  type  of  development. 
For  this,  opportunities  for  skiing  were  of  the  first  importance, 
but  since  our  hills  were  not  adapted  for  this,  it  was  necessary  to 
go  outside.  Just  east  of  the  Reservation,  and  adjoining  it, 
was  a  high  hill,  known  as  Cedar  Hill,  with  an  abrupt  face  admir- 
ably adapted  for  the  purpose.  This  hill  with  about  thirty  acres 
of  land  was  purchased  and  turned  over  to  The  Trustees. 

Since  then  the  land  has  been  cleared  and  ski  trails  laid  out. 
There  is  one  trail  for  beginners  with  a  gentle  slope.  There  are 
two  for  intermediates  with  fairly  long  and  moderately  fast 
slopes,  and  one  for  experts  that  calls  for  daring  and  experience. 

With  skating  desired  as  much  as  skiing  one  of  the  ponds, 
Lake  Chickering,  was  selected  for  this  development.  This  is 
near  the  ski  trails  and  made  the  two  activities  easy  to  direct. 
At  the  side  of  the  pond  an  area  was  leveled,  a  hut  was  built 
and  a  reasonable  area  planned  for  the  parking  of  cars.  The 
building  is  kept  open  during  the  day  and  being  heated  makes  a 
comfortable  place  for  the  skaters  or  the  skiers  to  arrange  their 
special  equipment. 
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For  the  skiing  it,  of  course,  is  not  possible  to  compete  with  the 
conventional  trails  of  the  mountain  sections  but  our  trails  are 
good  and  offer  opportunities  tor  sport  that  are  easy  to  reach. 
A  feature  with  our  trails,  not  existing  with  the  regular  mountain 
trails,  is  that  with  the  seven  or  eight  miles  of  roads,  with  -the 
irregular  contours,  there  are  splendid  opportunities  for  ski 
hiking. 

Since  the  Reservation  was  ready  for  the  sports  activities,  the 
weather  has  not  been  very  favorable  but  on  all  good  days  it  has 
been  used.  One  day,  a  Sunday,  there  were  two  hundred  persons 
there,  with  from  forty  to  fifty  cars  to  be  parked.  Another  day 
the  town  school  bus  brought  sixty  or  seventy  children  from  the 
school  for  the  afternoon  sport. 

The  development  has  been  so  fully  publicized  by  Mr. 
Fletcher  that  many  are  interested.  On  two  occasions  groups 
from  the  Field  and  Forest  Club  of  Boston  have  used  the  Reser- 
vation for  a  day's  outing.  Others  have  asked  to  use  it. 

Because  of  the  unexpected  use  already,  plans  are  being  made 
tor  enlarging  the  parking  spaces  and  for  improving  the  roads  in 
and  out. 

Finally  one  of  the  outstanding  features  is  that  the  public  is 
coming  to  realize  that  the  Reservation  is  not  a  State  Park  and 
that  it  no  longer  belongs  to  the  original  owner. 

Mine  Hill,  the  highest  land  in  Rocky  Woods,  rises  to  an 
elevation  of  430  feet.  On  a  clear  day  Wachusett  Mountain  and 
even  Monadnock  Mountain  in  New  Hampshire  are  clearly 
visible.

Appalachian  Mountain  Club  made  a  noon  camp  and  explored 
the  Reservation. 

Good  pasture  for  cows — 8  Holt  Hill  and  6  Boston  Hill. 

Hikers — 550  reported  across  the  hilltop. 

Weather  equipment  installed  by  State  for  rainfall  and 
humidity.

Boston  Hill  at  the  eastern  end  of  the  Charles  W.  Ward 
Reservation  has  its  own  circle  of  Solstice  Stones. 

On  Christmas  afternoon  an  interested  group  climbed  the 
Hill  and  verified  the  direction  of  the  line  of  Stones  for  the 
Winter  Solstice.

The  attendance  at  the  Whitney  WToods  increased  somewhat 
with  the  end  of  the  war,  but  not  as  much  as  we  expected  it 
would.  Our  best  day  was  on  June  30th,  when  200  children 
from  Charlestown  enjoyed  a  day's  outing  at  the  woods. 

One  forest  fire  was  experienced  in  the  early  spring,  apparently 
started  from  a  deserted  camp  fire  in  the  Boy  Scout  area.  About 
an  acre  and  a  half  suffered  from  the  blaze.  Fire  permit  regula- 
tions were  promptly  revised  in  an  effort  to  prevent  further  fires. 

A  new  map  was  published  during  the  summer.  Since  the 
making  of  the  last  map,  a  large  tract  of  the  woods  had  been 
taken  over  by  the  Navy,  and  as  a  result  trails  had  been  changed. 
A  railroad  was  cut  into  our  land;  a  holly  grove  had  been  dis- 
covered, and  a  new  Catholic  Scout  cabin  built.  These  changes 
were  incorporated  in  the  map;  a  few  mistakes  were  corrected, 
and  local  highways  were  indicated.  The  new  map  sells  for 
ten  cents. 

W7ith  two  new  stables  located  near  the  woods,  the  bridle 
paths  are  taking  on  a  used  look  again.  Horses  really  help  to 
maintain  the  surface  of  the  paths. 

Two  spots  of  interest  are  being  developed  at  the  present  time. 
One  of  them  is  a  lookout  atop  Turkey  Hill,  accessible  by  auto- 
mobile, and  connected  to  the  trail  network  by  the  Thayer 
Trail.  The  views  are  unrivaled  south  ot  the  Blue  Hills.  Con- 
siderable cutting,  mowing  and  burning  has  been  done  to  broaden 
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the  view  and  make  travel  easier.  It  may  be  wise  to  protect  the 
view  with  a  slight  land  purchase  on  the  west  side.  The  other 
spot  is  a  holly  grove  now  accessible  to  those  on  foot  via  the 
Thayer  Trail.  This  area  needs  more  work  this  next  year. 
After  that  it  will  become  just  a  maintenance  problem. 

The  committee  feels  that  a  program  of  concentration  on  one 
or  two  spots  plus  maintenance  work  will  accomplish  more  than 
effort  scattered  over  too  large  an  area.  This  policy  will  be 
followed  in  the  ensuing  vear.

office  of  The  Trustees. 

3.  That  the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee 
should,  as  far  as  possible,  endeavor  to  preserve  these  places  by 
arousing  local  pride. 

4.  That  the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee 
should  undertake  to  distribute,  from  time  to  time,  literature 
issued  by  The  Trustees. 

5.  That,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  The  Trustees,  the 
members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee  should  undertake 
to  further  the  growth  of  membership  in  The  Trustees.

ACT  OF  INCORPORATION 


AN  ACT  TO  ESTABLISH 
THE  TRUSTEES  OF  PUBLIC  RESERVATIONS 

Chapter  352,  Acts  of  1891 
Massachusetts  General  Court 

Section*  L  Frederick  L.  Ames,  Philip  A.  Chase,  Christopher 
Clarke,  Charles  R.  Codman,  Elisha  S.  Converse,  George  F.  Hoar, 
John  J.  Russell,  Leverett  Saltonstall,  Charles  S.  Sargent, 
Nathaniel  S.  Shaler,  George  Sheldon,  William  S.  ShurtlerV, 
George  H.  Tucker,  Francis  A.  Walker,  George  Wigglesworth, 
their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation 
bv  the  name  of  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations,  for 
the  purpose  of  acquiring,  holding,  arranging,  maintaining,  and 
opening  to  the  public,  under  suitable  regulations,  beautiful  and 
historical  places  and  tracts  of  land  within  this  Commonwealth, 
with  the  powers  and  privileges  and  subject  to  the  duties  set 
forth  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the  Public  Statutes 
and  in  such  other  general  laws  as  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be 
in  force  relating  to  such  corporations;  but  said  corporation  shall 
have  no  capital  stock. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  acquire  and  hold  by  grant, 
gilt,  devise,  purchase,  or  otherwise,  real  estate  such  as  it  may 
deem  worthy  of  preservation  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  public, 
but  not  exceeding  one  million  dollars  in  value,  and  such  other 
property,  both  real  and  personal,  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper 
to  support  or  promote  the  objects  of  the  corporation,  but  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  further  sum  of  one  million  dollars. 

Section  3.  All  personal  property  held  by  said  corporation, 
and  all  lands  which  it  may  cause  to  be  opened  and  kept  open 
to  the  public,  and  all  lands  which  it  may  acquire  and  hold  with 
this  object  in  view,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  property  of  literary, 
benevolent,  charitable,  and  scientific  institutions  incorporated 
within  this  Commonwealth  is  now  exempt  by  law;  but  no  lands 
so  acquired  and  held  and  not  open  to  the  public  shall  be  so 
exempt  from  taxation  for  a  longer  period  than  two  years.  Said 
corporation  shall  never  make  any  division  or  dividend  of  or 
from  its  property  or  income  among  its  members. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

"Contrary  to  a  fairly  widely  held  belief,  the  Trust  is  not  an 
offshoot  of  a  Government  Department,  nor  is  it  sponsored  by  the 
State,  although  it  works  in  harmony  with  it.  It  does  not  even 
enjoy  the  benefit  of  any  subsidy  from  public  funds  and  is,  in  fact, 
solely  able  to  carry  on  its  work  through  subscriptions,  gifts,  legacies, 
and  the  comparatively  small  sum  received  annually  as  income  from 
some  of  the  properties  owned  by  the  Trust."

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BARTHOLOMEW  S  COBBLE  BECOMES  FAMOUS 


Bartholomew's  Cobble  is  an  unusual  piece  of  land,  even  in 
western  New  England,  where  cobbles  are  frequent  and  limestone 
is  prevalent.  It  covers  an  exceptionally  large  area  and  has  a 
variety  of  terrain  which  at  once  marks  it  as  unique.  Its  20 
acres,  surrounded  by  road  and  river,  form  an  "island"  which 
has  been  kept  intact  by  its  successive  owners  and  this  aloofness, 
perhaps,  has  something  to  do  with  the  fact  that  Bartholomew's 
Cobble  was  regarded  as  outstanding  long  before  its  scientific 
value  was  recognized.  It  was  considered  a  place  of  secret  beauty 
and  the  destination  of  many  a  picnic  or  rural  expedition.  It 
does  great  credit  to  the  restraint  of  these  picnickers  and  to  the 
judgment  of  the  owners  that  no  damage  was  done  to  the  property 
and  the  beauty  of  the  place  remains  undisturbed. 

Within  the  last  vear,  however,  some  precautions  have  been 
taken  against  the  increasing  number  of  motorists.  Spurred  on 
by  these  danger  signals,  the  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations  of 
Massachusetts,  a  private  organization,  renewed  its  efforts  to 
purchase  Bartholomew's  Cobble,  on  which  its  longing  eyes  had 
been  set  for  20  years.  As  a  result  of  an  active  campaign  and, 
with  the  aid  of  the  Founder's  Fund  of  the  Garden  Club  of 
America,  this  ambition  was  recently  fulfilled  and  the  Cobble  is 
now  its  property. 

The  Cobble  is  now  enclosed  by  a  wire  fence  that  confines  the 
cows  which  are  pastured  there  and  which  keep  the  grass  cropped 
short.  There  are  three  peaks.  The  northern  one,  the  point  of 
the  triangle,  rises  straight  from  the  meadows  and  from  its  top 
can  be  seen  a  beautiful  stretch  of  the  Taconic  Range  to  the  west 
and  to  the  east  the  lovely  winding  serenity  of  the  Housatonic 
River  and  its  meadows.  Of  late  years  an  undergrowth  of  young 
deciduous  trees  has  shut  out  the  view  but  this  can  easily  be 
corrected  and  their  removal  will  disclose  to  greater  advantage 
the  beautiful  cedars  which  grow  there. 
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To  the  south,  the  wide  side  of  the  triangle  has  two  peaks 
curiously  differing  from  each  other.  The  one  on  the  east  is 
covered  deep  with  the  needles  of  pines  and  hemlocks  and  through 
this  thick  brown  carpet  the  jutting  rocks  rise  in  sharp  points 
but  there  is  little  vegetation.  However,  the  further  side  of  this 
little  "mountain"  is  a  sheer  wall  of  rock  which,  like  a  bastion, 
falls  straight  down  to  the  swampy  meadow  two  or  three  hundred 
teet  below. 

Just  west  of  this  is  the  third  peak  covered,  by  contrast,  with 
deciduous  growth.  Here  the  large  rocks,  piled  one  upon  the 
other,  hold  many  a  horticultural  treasure,  the  crevices  being 
filled  with  numerous  rare  plants  which  love  such  a  habitat  — 
ebony  spleenwort,  maidenhair  spleenwort,  walking  fern,  purple 
cliffbrake,  columbine  and  campanulas  —  making  a  feast  for 
botanists.  Professor  C.  A.  YVeatherby  of  Harvard  Universitv 
has  found  nearly  200  interesting  specimens  and  expects  to  get 
well  over  that  number  on  his  next  visit. 

Between  the  peaks  and  around  the  edge  of  the  property  there 
run  what  look  like  old  New  England  stone  walls  but  which  are 
really  curious  ridges  of  limestone.  These  are  imbedded  deep  in 
the  earth,  are  partly  overgrown  with  grass  and  run  like  a 
connecting  link  between  the  peaks. 

In  all  these  differing  types  of  soil  and  exposure  grow  an  infinite 
variety  of  lime-loving  species  from  the  tiny  plants  which  cling 
to  the  cracks  in  the  rocks  in  impossible  places  to  those  which 
prefer  the  luxuriant  soil  of  the  meadows  below.  Professor 
YVeatherby  says  that  the  reason  this  particular  spot  is  so  much 
richer  in  rare  specimens  than  other  cobbles  in  Berkshire  County 
is  its  relatively  greater  size.  The  seeds  of  the  tiny  plants,  even 
when  borne  away  by  the  wind,  nevertheless  fall  more  or  less 
within  this  larger  area  which  is  so  favorable  to  their  development. 

Thus,  it  is  a  blessing  to  know  that  this  lovely  place  has  now 
been  saved  and  that  under  the  care  of  the  Trustees  of  Public 
Reservations  its  natural  beauties  and  botanical  treasures  will  be 
protected  from  ruthless  marauders  and  preserved  for  future 
generations.

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DOES  not   the  landscape  deserve  attention? 
What  are  the  natural  features  which  make  a 
township  handsome? 

A  river,  with  its  waterfalls  and  meadows,  a  lake, 
a  hill,  a  cliff  or  individual  rocks,  a  forest,  and 
ancient  trees  standing  singly.  Such  things  are  beau- 
tiful; they  have  a  high  use  which  dollars  and  cents 
never  represent. 

If  the  inhabitants  of  a  town  were  wise,  they 
would  seek  to  preserve  these  things,  though  at  a 
considerable  expense. 

It  would  be  worth  while  if  in  each  town  a  com- 
mittee were  appointed  to  see  that  the  beauty  of  the 
town  received  no  detriment.  If  we  have  the  biggest 
bowlder  in  the  country,  then  it  should  not  belong 
to  an  individual,  nor  be  made  into  a  doorstep.  As 
in  many  countries  precious  metals  belong  to  the 
crown,  so  here  more  precious  natural  objects  of 
rare  beauty  should  belong  to  the  public.
